In Great Britain at the time of the 


Norman conquest were two kinds of 
IQ0ney—"living money," i. e., slaves and 
cattle, and "dead money," that of metal. 
In tho 10th century Nicolo and Matteo 
Polo found a, money in use in China 
which waa made of the inner bark of the 
mulberry tree, and -which it was death 
by torture to counterfeit or to refuse to 
take in any part of tho country. Among 
tho South Sea islanders iron was so 
valued that it became money, and axes 
a standard of payment, the value of other 
articles being stated at so many axes. 
Cowrie shells are used as small coins in 
India, tho East Indian islands and Africa, 
more than 1,000 tons being brought to | 
Liverpool in 18ol from India to be ex- 
ported to tho African coast in exchange 
for palm oil. In America wampum-was 
us,ud by the Indians and was even coun- 
terfeited in IGlJO by the colonists of Mas- 
sachusetts.

In India cakes of tea and m China

The Jews, in addition to their ordinary 


money of shekels, talents and drams 
of silver, had "jewel money." To this 
people wo are also indebted to the use of 
paper money in lieu of that of metal. 
And among'the curious facts in connec- 
tion with this subject may bo noted that 
the sum paid Judas for the betrayal of 
hit master would be, according to the 
relative value of money in our day, a 
little more than 40 cents, a small price 
with which to purchase eternal infamy. 
Tho tirat mention of money in any of the 
ancient records speaks of it as bsinic 
weighed and not counted, and no muti- 
lated piece was over rejected. 
Under 


the Norman idnga silver was coined >vith 
deep crosses, so that smaller bits could 
bo obtained by simply breaking off what 
was required, something as we tear off 
postage stamps today. 


An interesting study is found in trac- 


ing out the origin of tho names of coins 
familiar to us now. The American dol- 
lar has quite a little history of its own. 
In northern Bohemia is a little valley 
called Joachimstal, or Joachim's valley, 
and in the 10th century tho reigning duke 
of this region authorized this little min- 
ing city or district to coin a silver piece, 
which was called Joachimstaller. But 
tho Joachim part of the name proving 
too much for everyday use, it was dropped 
and that of thaler deemed sufficient. Tho 
piece being of convenient bize and well 
molded passed into general use in Ger- 
many and Denmark, and again under- 
went a change iu orthography, finally 
turning up as the "daler," whence it 
came into English as the dollar, and was 
adopted as such by tho Americans. 


In France tlie Mexican dollar is gener- 


ally called the "pi.iblre," aud the name 
is also applied to tho American coin, but 
in either case the appellation is incorrect, 
for the name piastre, or piaster, has for 
the past 50 years been applied correctly 
only to a small silver coin used in Turkey 
and Egypt, and which is worth from 
about o'to 8 cents in American coinage. 
The word cent comes of course from 
centum, being a hundredth part of the

export salt from Lake Assal, one of the 
most remarkable sheets of -water in the 
world. The lake is in the district of 
Obock, East Africa, only a few mile? 
from the head of tho hay of Tadjoorah 
The gentleman who has purchased the 
concession agrees to pay into the colonial 
office the stini of $10,000 a year, and if, 
durins? the 50 years that ho is to have 
the exclusive right to export salt from 
Lake Assal, the annual product rxceed." 
60,000 tons he is to pay u tax of 20 cents 
for evsry ton in excess. The government 
will designate a ywt of the lake where 
the natives may secure all the salt they 
want without" tax or hindrance. All 
aloti.f? the edge of this little like, which 
comprises only 10 square mttes, is a bed 
of nearly pure salt about a foot in thick- 
ness. 
The water of the lake is so siircharget: 


with salt that it is impossible to sink ii 
it. Tho bottom is apparently a bed ol 
solid salt. The heavy waters lave the 
bases of jagged and precipitous moun- 
tains which descend to the edge of the 
lake, making it almost impossible to 
travel around it. 
Mr. Chefneux will 


probably carry 011 his work by floating 
machinery on'the . lake and dredging in 
tho salt bed at its bottom, though on the 
west side of thu lake an enormous quan- 
tity of Bait is in night when the lake is at 
its lowest level. —New York Sun,

Troi's llcciuire Good Soil. 


Southern soil beenis to possess the nec- 


essary substances for the growth of all 
species of trees anrt plants natural to 
warm climates. Substances that con- 
tribute to the nutrition of plants will act 
as food for trees, and, as we see the phys- 
ical properties of the trees themselves, 
leaves aud other matter have a direct 
share in their nutrition. There are some 
soils so hard and clayey that the roots of 
trees cannot spread, and thus they fail 
to reach tho substances which they re- 
quire for food. Hence the tree becomes 
stunted in growth and is soon dead, fall- 
ing to the ground to become, through its 
ashes, nutrition for some other frailer 
plant which can subsist in such soil.— 
Boston Transcript. 


A Good Dressing For Shoes. 


"When meditating a trip on a rainy day, 


it is a wiso plan to rub tho shoes with a 
waterproof mixture, which will make 
them soft, pliable and hardy. A very 
good recipe for this is an ounce of bees- 
wax,
